Defence Headquarters last night 
announced that all Canadian uni- 
versities have been advised of the 
decision not to organize a third 
Canadian Army university course, 
according to a Canadian Press dis- 
patch received here. 

"The question of a further such 
course for men aged 17 to 21 re- 
ceived the most careful considera- 
tion," the announcement said, "but 
because of the present surplu.-s of 
reinforcement officers, and secondly 
l>ecausc the normal requirements 
of the technical services are pres- 
ently secured through the annual 
output of science graduates from 
universities, it bccamo necessary to 
discontinue tJiis .special training." 

Personnel anroUcd on No. 2 Can- 
adian Army university course and 
now taking the academic portion of 
their course at universities across 
Canada will, on completing subfc- 
qucnt military training, appeal be- 
fore the Officer Selection and Ap- 
praisal Board.

McGill Debaters 
Beat MacDonald 

Affirmative of Topic 
"Socialize^ Medicine" 
Takes Decision 

McGill was victorious for the 
first time in two seasons in a de- 
bate held with Macdonald College 
last night on the subject, "Resolv- 
ed that medicine in Canada be state 
controlled." The debate took place 
at Macdonald College and was Mc- 
Gill's first out-of-town debate this 
season. 

McGill upheld the affirmative 
and was represented by Winston 
Mahabir. fourth year Honour stu- 
dent in Sociology, and ° David 
Schwartzman, third year Honours 
student in Economics and presi- 
dent-elect of the Debating Union. 
Oswald Gonzales and .Arthur Po- 
land debated on the negative side 
for Macdonald. , 

McGIU, in expressing the affir- 
mative, used several different ar- 
guments. The most important of 
these were health as a community 
concern, the failure of private prac- 
tice, the poor's inability to call a 
doctor, and the lack of doctors in 
the rural areas. Macdonald's main 
arguments on the negative side 
were the evils of bureaucracy in 
state control, that state control

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Elections Today 

Today tlic student* will be ask«d to 
cast their ballots for thft main executive 
positions on the campus. They have an op- 
portunity to read the platforms of the can- 
didates for the presidencies of the Stu» 
dents' Society, and the two Unions, which 
have been reprinted on the front page of 
The Daily. Wc hope that the magnitude of 
the vote will not indicate a complete laclc 
of interest in the outcome of th6 èléctions. 

Although the number of votes gained 
by each of the candidates is never avail- 
able for publication, it is up to each mem- 
ber of the student body to signify a rea- 
sonable preference for one candidate, to 
ensure that the person he considers best 
qualified for the job be elected. If he does 
not cast his ballot, there is every pojsi 
bility that an unworthy candidate, Op« 
who ropretenta a small group, or who la in* 
Icreeted in personal aggrandizement rather 
than the welfare of the student body, will 
be elected. There exists no method of pré 
venting such a candidate front running, for 
hé forfeits nothing; and since the percent 
age of votes he gain» is secret, he doea not 
lose face hy an overwhelming deffat. 

Due to wartime conditions, the numhtr 
6f cAndidatet running for thesd positions i» 
Èrtallêr than in former years. This is an 
encouragement fOr persons who are dc 
tiriouE of the position, hut who are un 
qualified to fulfill their duties qompetcntly 
due to inexperience. 
' Although Tuesday's eltction meeting 
Was very poorly attended, indicating a 
considèrablo lack of BtudcnViittercst iti the 
election, we hope that^thTplBtfôrrn» have 
been, or will be, read, since ihoy will, give 
fiOmo indication of the ability of the can- 
didates, (ind of their personal chàracteris 
tic». 

Were it not for the erilhusiastlo support 
of the Athletics Festival, the I.S.S., the 
Red Cross Cànccrt, apd lately the Arts and 
Sclencè Hop, we would be inclined to 
blame tlie student body' for apathy. These 
events have demenâtràted, however, that 
the student will, if offered something 
worthwhilé, lend unqualUied support. The 
aiikwer is that thëro hàt toi bèén a meet- 
^^;ing of the Students' Society this year, 
either upon request of the attidenta, or by 
order of the president of the Students' 
Society. This may be the result of bad 
management or of n^'artimc conditions 
necessitating a greater application to 
study. Whatever the cause, it has resulted 
in a poor appreciation of the work of the 
Executive Council, and a lack of interest 
in the qttmbers of the Council, their work, 
and thèir relationship to the student body. 
Since the Freshman clàès has never wit- 
nèiied k Society meeting, it can not he ex 
peclèd to appreciate thè worries or the 
works of the executives. 

The important consideration, l^owever, 
is thi|t everyone fhould vole, and kjiow thé 
man for whom they are voting. It is elmi^le 
. to makë a mark on the ballot, but thé 
effect. qf. irresponsible votiqg n^fty be fàr< 
reaching,. •. . ' : .

Onetime Plumber 
Reports to 
New York Giants 



Word was received here last 
nighl-that "Hustling" Herman 
Colletta, former student of En- 
gineering at McGil! University 
will try out witli tlie New Yorl{ 
Giants baseball club tliis spring 
at Lakewood, N.J. If Colletta 
makes good it will be the first 
time in history that a student 
of McGill has made the grade 
in professional baseball. 

Colletta was born and brought up 
in Montreal. He Is a product of 
the teeming west side. He attend' 
cd West Hill High School and 
D'Arcy McGco High where ho star- 
red in football and track. A ten 
second man on the cinder path, he 
was elusive and hard to stop on 
the gridiron. His specialty, how* 
ever, was forward passing. Ho was 
one of the first high school foot 
ball players to make extensive use 
of tho forward pass. Ho was un- 
excelled In this department for ac- 
curacy and distance. This is Just 
what one would expect form aman 
who is now considered to have a 
stronger throwing arm than most 
professional baseball players. 

While he was still attending high 
school Colletta played for the old 
Columbus nine in Atwater Park 
League, which Is the fastest ama- 
teur league In Canada. His out- 
standing ability quickly attracted 
favorable attention of big-time 
scouts. His next two seasons were 
spent playing for the Lakeshoro 
Blue Devils In the mining country 
in Northern Ontario. The Blue 
Devils are a semi-pro team playing 
in an outlaw-league. They play a 
brand of ball equivalent to that of 
a class B team. Colletta was able 
in this way to earn his way through 
college. 

V/hen war broke out, Colletta was 
one of the first to volunteer for 
duty with the Royal Canadian Air 
Force. However fate destined him 
never to see action. He was seri- 
ously Injured in a crack up and 
after spending six months in the 
hospital received an honorable dis- 
charge. Now, a year and a half 
later he is getting his big chance 
with the New York GUnts.-

Large Attendance 
Of Students Noted 
At Annual Meeting 

The main feature of the annual 
meeting ol ttic Engineering Undcr> 
graudatc Society held yesterday 
was the presentation o( the 
proposed new constitution. The 
main idea of the constilution 
Is to unify and correlate the vari- 
ous committees and to cope with 
this a larger executive is proposed. 
No vote was taken on the idea, but 
comment and criticism was Invited 
by the authors, after careful 
thought on the part of members. 

A good part of the meeting, which 
had a large turnout of society 
members, was spent on a motion 
concerning prize essays. A sug- 
gested amendment was voted dov.'n, 
and the motion concerning $23 
prizes for the two bcit summer cs- 
says in the third and fourth years 
wa.s duly passed. 

Various society and club reports 
showed a successful year, both as 
to trips and industries concerning 
different branches of engineering 
and to .«iocial activities. The archi- 
tects' representative remarked that 
the close cooperation of the two 
socletiesi was gratifying, and he 
said that he hoped that it would 
continue in the future. 

The treasurer's report showed a 
profit of about $130, which pleased 
the members attending, and when 
outstanding debts were paid off the 
year will be a financial success. 

In his report, prior to retirement, 
President Jim Mudurc urged the 
society to give more cooperation to 
their executive, both as to increas- 
ed attendance at meetings and con- 
structive rather than destructive 
criticism. 

Appreciation was shown to eight 
members of the society for work 
done during the year when they 
were asked to represent the engin- 
eering undergraduates at the forth- 
coming grads-undergrads banquet- 
A motion was made and unanimous- 
ly passed that the society bear tlic 
expense of the banquet for those 
named. A vote of thanks was aho 
given to two members and also to 
the Phi Epsilon Alpha Society for 
cooperation during the past year. 

The meeting wai then turned over 
to the incoming' president. Ken 
Park, who' adjourned the body.

A) War Council 

The rcspqnsibilities and obliga- 
tions of a student attending uni- 
versity during war time, is the up- 
permost thought in all our minds. 
As the war rages on and enters itji 
concluding stages, our united effort 
In playing our part, in Canada's war 
effort, will become accordingly more 
urgent. Great work has already 
been done by the War Council, and 
the student body at large. 'Contri- 
butions to the Red Cross, and other 
war drives, have been most praise- 
worthy. Our quotas must continue 
to be filled. An all-out effort should 
be made to increase them. I will 
wholeheartedly devote myself to 
this end. 

B) Student Affairs 

It is my intention to employ every 
possible method to increase contact 
between the Executive Council and 
the Students. Publicity of its 
activities through the "DAILY." 
closer contact' with student reprc- 
sentativcs, will help to accomplish 
this objective. This drive will be 
most effective, if coupled with the 
Freshmen "Welcoming Program." 
Every Freshman should be com- 
pletely informed of the jurisdiction 
and function of all student organ- 
izations on the campus, as soon as 
possible on becoming a member of 
the Students' Society. A lively In- 
terest in university affairs and stu- 
dent government is intimately relat- 
ed with the role we students arc to 
play in the future of this nation. 

C) Freshmen Reception 

The welcoming of new students 
to a university, is a duty towards 
whic bno effort should be spared. 
In the past years, this program has 
been successful, and the spirit of 
the University is proportionately 
good. However, greater innovations 
are possible and should bo intro- 
duced. Great traditions arc foster- 
ed in this way. It is not mere chance 
that this or that particular univer< 
,slty, is noted for its great college 
tplrlt It is usually a characteristic 
of these same universities, that they 
have an elaborate frosh program. 

D) The Sports Program 

As you all know, the presidency 
carries with it a seat on the Ath- 
letics Council. During the past year 
great strides were made In encour- 
aging more and more students to 



participate in sports activities. It 
still can be greatly expanded during 
the coming year. Many new ideas 

were injected into the program, and 
had a very successful start, and 
should not be abandoned. The en- 
thusiasm shown durlnR the last year 
by the students was very gratifying 
to those in charge. I pledge myself 
to continue this good work and help 
bring this enlarged sports program 
to Its full completion. 

However, I am of the opinion that 
the support given to our represen- 
tative teams could be greatly im- 
proved. This is a development 
which. I would like to see during 
the coming year. The greatest step 
towards this end was the Sports 
Festival; more events of a like na- 
ture will be the best antidote to a 
(lugging college spirit. 

E) Post-War Planning 

One item which has not had to 
be considered by Students' Coun- 
cils in the past, but which may be- 
come very Important during the 
coming year, is the probable return 
to college of a large number of 
discharged servicemen. 

The plans for these men should 
be considered and made beforehand, 
I propose to do as much along this 
line a.? circumstances will allow. It 
will undoubtedly be the first prob- 
lem which we must solve in our 
post-war planning. . 

The above outlines only a fraction 
of the activities in' which the Presi- 
dent takes part. His administration 
is by no means arbitrary. While 
serving on the Executive Council 
I realized that the President is not 
free to perform miracles. The most 
Important factor, to my mind, is not 
what he proposes to do, but how 
effectively he will carry out' what 
the student body would like him to 
do. His qualities of leadership and 
initiative are ultimately judged 
according to this standard. 

The President represents the stu- 
dent body before the public and the 
University authorities. His ability 
to fulfil this high trust adequately 
is an important factor in his quali- 
fications, and this should be care- 
fully considered by the students. 

I fully realize the responsibility 
that the President has towards the 
student body. If you should place 
your confidence in me in this com- 
ing election, I promise that I will 
carry out to the best of my ability 
the sentiments I have just express- 
ed, in conformity with the ideals 
and ■ interests of the Students of 
McOiU University.

If Military Training next Year 
is of a similar nature to that car- 
ried out during, tho last four years, 
there are a few problems which 
students would like altered. The 
President of the Students' Society 
las no power in this connection as 
super\-ision is under tho Depart- 
ment of Defence, but the President 
of the Students' Society can make 
recommendations. I propose to look 
into the grievances of tlie different 
faculties and I will do ail in my 
power to present any legitimate 
grievance to the military author- 
ities. 

3— Clubs, Organizations 
and Societies 

My wholehearted support will be 
given in the matter of working for 
closer cooperation between all 
Campus Clubs and the Students' 
Council. Those organizations which 
provide an opportunity for Stu- 
dents to hear outstanding speakers, 
those organizations which provide 
free democratic discussion on vital 
problems in various fields regard- 
less of race, colour or creed, will 
receive' my continued support 
while in office. 

4— Co-Operatlve Book Store 
In my travels across Canada, I 
took the opportunity to visit many 
of our fellow Canadian Universities. 
All were proud of their cooperative 
book-stores where students bought 
new books at a saving of 25 to 50%; 
we at McGill have the need and I 
propose to set up a committee im 
mediately, with the authorization of 
the University authorities to work 
on the problem, so that by the time 
the hew term begins there will 
exist at last a co-operative book 
store. 

5— Inter Faculty Sports. 

The return of inter-faculty sports 
this year, after a low log. should be 
continued. The war effort requires 
physically fit young men and wo 
men, and there is no better way to 
get relaxation and recreation, than 
by inter-faculty sport competitions 
School spirit was i^onslderably re- 
vived by these sports competitions 
between the different faculties on 
the Campus, and next year let us 
hope, that inter-collegiate athletics 
will be back also. 

C— Cafeteria. 

The many letters sent to the 
Editor complaining of the poor food 
in the Cafeteria— the stale cake, the 
sour milk, the mouldy bread — 
would not have been written if 
there had not been a justified ex 
cuse. The Cafeteria's main object 
is service and any complaint should 
be looked into immediately by the 
Council. 

Support of War Effort on Campus. 

Along with the War Council I 
shall support any organization on 
the Campus which sets as its goal 
a greater Student War Effort, We 
must continue to give blood, to 
send books, to collect clothing, and 
to raise funds in all ways to help, 
as we have dotie In the past, such 
worthy causes as the Red Cross, the 
Federated Charities, and the Inter- 
national Student Service. 

In conclusion my policy shall al- 
ways be one of favouring more 
student democracy. If any vital 
problem arises during my year of 
leadership, I shall call a meeting of 
the Student Society. 

There are probably some matters 
which warrant a more detailed dis- 
cussion but in a platform of this 
type it is obviously impossible to 
discuss these things fully. Moreover, 
I do not feel that a candidate for 
this office Is in a position to make 
any election promises other than 
the promise to interpret the feelings 
of the student body to the best of 
his ability, and to give to the office 
all the energy and enthusiasm at his 
disposal.
